Ed S. Miller, international vice- 
president of the Hotel and Restau-

BERLIN, Sept. 22—DNB (Ger- 
man official news agency) reported 
today from Schoemberg, Germany, 
that serious clashes occurred at 
noon between Czechoslovak soldiers 
and gendarmes and Sudeten Ger- 
mans near the border village of

The dispatch said there were fa- 


talities on both sides, but the num- 
ber killed was not given. Twenty 
persons were said to have suffered 
bullet wounds. 

A DNB dispatch from Baeren- 
stein, in Saxony near Chemnitz, 
said there were some deaths and 
several persons wounded when a 
hand grenade was thrown into a 
German crowd at Weipert, just 
across the border in the Sudeten 
area of Czechoslovakia. 

Germans from Baerenstein had 
gone across the border to frater- 
nize and parade with Sudeten Ger- 
mans, celebrating the prospective 
cession of Sudetenland to Germany. 

After the grenade throwing Su- 
deten athletes began a counterat- 
tack on persons considered to 


blame. DNB said there were clouds 


of smoke over the village, presum- 
ably from burning houses.

Army Board Investigating

PERSONAL MECHANIC 

LOSES LIFE WITH HIM 


Civil Aeronautics Authority

BURBANK, Cai., Sept. 22. — An 


army board of inquiry headed by 


Lieutenant-Colonel Harvey 8. Bur- 
well, Commander of the Nine- 
teenth Bombardment Group, today 
began an investigation of the death 
of Major-General Oscar Westover, 
chief of the Army Air Corps, and 


his personal mechanic, Sergt. Sam 
Hynes, in a plane crash late yes- 
terday. 

In addition, there will be an in- 
quiry by the newly created Federal 
Civil Aeronautics Authority, Rob- 
ert Hinckley of Salt Lake City, one 
of the authority, announced. Hinck- 
ley explained the scene of the crash, 
in a residential area, makes it 
“within our jurisdiction to conduct 
an inspection.” 

The crash occurred near the Lock- 
heed Air Corporation plant, not far 
from Union Air Terminal, The 
plane hit a house. 

Watchers on the air terminal had 
their eyes on the army ship, which 
was on the way from March Field, 
Riverside. They were preparing to 
receive the General. Then they saw 
the plane flying low, in a glide for 
a landing. Suddenly it appeared to 
make a move to climb. 

It was within 150 feet of a bun- 
galow court on San Fernando road. 
Sets Fire to Two Buildings. 
The engine backfired. There was 
an explosion, and the craft crashed 
in flames, setting fire to two build- 

ings. 

Flames enshrouded the bodies of 
one of the world’s foremost author- 
ities on flying, both heavier and 
lighter than air, and his mechanic. 
One of the bodies was catapulted 
from the wreckage by the impact. 

Gen. Westover’s plane was going 
about 150 miles an hour as it 
plowed into the home of Larry 
Ebersold, exploded and set fire to 
the structure. Mrs. Ebersold, her 
5-year-old son, Walter, and Louis | 
St. Jacques escaped unhurt. 

The plane’s left wing sliced into 
a parked automobile next door, 


where sat Mrs. Frank Perez. She | HOTEL UNION MAN 


and her mother, Mrs. Helen Parker, 
also escaped injury. 

he General, who rose from the 
ranks and hed 34 years of service, 
had a short time before paid tribute 
to army bombers at March Field 
for a distinguished year’s record of 
safety in flying. He had present- 
ed a trophy to the Nineteenth Bom- 
bardment Squadron. 

Leaving March Field after lunch- 
eon, he was to rejoin the American 
Legion convention activities in Los 
Angeles and continue his inspection 
of Western aircraft factories. 

Had Directed Parade Maneuvers. 

Tuesday he had directed the 
maneuvers of 200 of the army most 
modern sky fighters over the big 
American Legion parade. 

Ordered to the scene from Los 
Angeles by Assistant Secretary of 
War Louis A. Johnson, Maj. J. L. 
Stromme, air corps . procurement 
planning officer, conducted a hasty 
investigation of the crash. 

He said Gen. Westover, unfa- 
miliar with tricky hot air currents 
in the San Fernando Valley, might 
have been caught in a thermal draft 
that sent his plane out of control. 
He said the motor apparently was 
functioning perfectly. 

He reported the General had 
“dragged” the field once to de- 
termine the wind direction and then 
circled back. 

Assistant Secretary Johnson 
sued a statement saying: 

“Gen, Westover, a distinguished 
soldier and gentleman, was one of 
the world’s outstanding authorities 
on both heavier and lighter than air 
aviation. 

“The Army Air Corps made great 
strides under his leadership and in- 
spiration. He will be greatly 
missed...” 

Daniel J. Doherty, National Com- 
mander of the American Legion, 
said: “America has lost in the 
tragic death of Major-General Os- 
car Westover one of the greatest 
aeronautical experts of the day...” 

Temporary Air Chief Named. 

Assistant Secretary Johnson an- 
nounced that Brigadier-General H. 
H. Arnold, assistant to Gen. West- 
over, would take the title of acting

Gen. Westover to Be Buried in 
Arlington 2 Cemetery.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Major- 
General Oscar Westover will be 
buried in the Arlington National 
Cemetery. War Department of- 
ficials said today, however, tne 
time and other details remained to 
be decided. 

Gen. Westover’s death brought 
expressions of regret and sorrow 
from Secretary of War Woodring 
and Gen. Malin Craig, chief of 
staff, as well as from President 
Roosevelt. Mr. Roosevelt said 
Gen. Westover “was a gallant 
soldier—a true friend—one whose 
loss neither the nation nor his 
friends can afford.” 

Woodring described Westover’s 
loss as “the greatest in the history 
of the Air Corps,” nd added his 
services and advice were always in- 
valuable.” 

Craig said the General’s death 
was “an irreplacable loss to the Air 
Corps and to the army as a waole.” 
He said Westover, more than any 


other individual, was responsible 
for the phenomenal progress of 
army aviation.

LONDON, Sept. 22. — Former 
Prime Minister Baldwin made a 
surprise call on the King today as 
Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain flew to the German Rhineland 
for his second meeting with Chan- 
cellor Hitler, who demanded, and 
got, surrender of the Czechoslovak 
Sudetenland. 

Earl Baldwin, who headed the 
Government during the crisis of Ed- 
ward VIII's abdication and then 
picked Chamberlain as his succes- 
sor, lunched with Chamberlain yes- 


terday. 

His visit to Buckingham Palace 
aroused speculation, for he is known 
to be extremely friendly with An- 
thony Eden, who served as his For- 


eign Minister and, for a time, as 


Chamberlain’s. Baldwin stayed at 
the palace about an hour. 

Though in political retirement, 
since he gave up'the office of Prime 
Minister May 28, 1937, and became 
a peer, he is believed to be Eden’s 
closest political adviser. 

Some. political observers linked 
his call on the King with the an- 
nouncement yesterday that Cham- 
berlain would make a personal ad- 
dress to his own Birmingham con- 
stituents Oct. 14. Usually a Prime 
Minister does this only when he 
has a message of extreme impor- 
tance for the whole nation. 

Appeal to the Public. 

Viscount Halifax, Foreign Secre- 
tary, urged the British public to 
“refrain from forming premature 
conclusions” concerning the Prime 
Minister’s mission to Godesberg. 
The Foreign Secretary issued a 
statement saying he felt sure “all 
would wish well to Mr. Chamber- 
lain in his courageous mission for 

peace.” In the interim, he said, the 
public should wait for “the time 
when the Prime Minister will be 
in a position to place the country 
in full possession of the facts.” 

Meanwhile, Earl Winterton, Chan- 
cellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, 
a Cabinet member, appealed to the 
people to keep “a very cool head 
and clear judgment in the terrible 
perplexities of the situation.” He 
spoke at Horsham, in the district he 
represents in the House of Com- 
mons. 

“The crisis is by no means over 
and false optimism at this moment

“The Prime Minister is taking 
with him to Germany proposals 
which in the circumstances France 
and ourselves believe we can hon- 
estly and honorably make and 
which the Czechoslovak Govern- 
ment have accepted.”

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Judge Davis Considers Apply- 


Progress Two Years. 


bankruptcy act, effective today, in 
hastening reorganization’ of the St. 
Louis Public Service Co., now in 
Federal Court trusteeship, was dis- 
cussed today by United States Dis- 
ct Judge Charles B. Davis, . 
Judge Davis remarked to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that & com- 


mittee had at work for two 
years on a p of reorganization 
of the street car company, and had 
made progress, but still had some 
“loose ends.” He thought it possible 
that provisions of the new law 
might aid the reorganizers. 

“I am contemplating making an 
order in the near future,” he said, 
“continuing the committee at its 
work, in the hope that it will re- 
sult more speedily in bringing to 
this court a plan of reorganization 
which will be accepted by the 
requisite number of creditors and 
security holders, and which. the 
court can approve.” 2 

Judge Davis will be able to apply 
to the Public Service trusteeship 
such provisions of the Chandler 
Act as he may find suitable, under 
Article 16 of that act. This article 
says that when a reorgdnization 
petition has been pending more 
than three months, the court may 
determine to what extent the new 
amendment shall apply to it. If 
the proceeding is less than three 
months old, the new law shall be 
applied in its entirety. 

The Chandler Act was drafted 
by the Attorney-General’s office 
anck the Securities and Ex 
Commission. One of its purposes 


receiverships.. 

Under its provisions, Judge Davis 
today issued orders designating 
newspapers, one in each county of 
the court district, for publication 
of legal notices in bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings. He issued also an order 
transferring to the Referees in 
Bankruptcy the duty of receiving 
and hearing applications for dis- 
charge in bankruptcy. 

The Chandler Act states that, in 
all receiverships and trusteeships 
involving more than $250,000, the 
court must appoint a disinterested 
trustee, who shall assemble infor- 
mation relating to the liabilities and 
financial condition of the company, 
and the desirability of its continu- 
ance in business. It requires also 
that the trustee shall report to the 
court any facts relative to fraud, 
misconduct, mismanagement and ir- 
regularities of the past manage 
ment. 

The Chandler Act makes it the 
trustee’s duty to formulate and pre- 
sent ta the Court any play or re- 
organization. The trustee need not 
be a resident of the judicial dis- 
trict in which he is appointed. The 
law provides that he shall be aided 
by “disinterested counsel, if possi- 
ble.“ a 

In the past, trustees have had 
nothing to do with formulating or 
presenting reorganization plans. 
They have been custodians of as- 
sets, and in cases where the busi- 
ness was continued, have been aid- 
ed by co-trustees or operating heads. 

In cases where a corporation 
owes 33,000,000 or more, the new 
‘act provides that the 8 E C shall 
automatically become standing 
amicus curiae, or friend of the 
court, in the reorganization pro- 
ceedings; and that all proceedings 
in the reorganization shall be re- 
ported to the 8 E C. Where the 
debts are less than $3,000,000, the

Contrary to general belief, the 
net debt of state · and local gov-

Figures are misleading which 
purport to show that since 1929 
the debt of the Federal Govern- 
ment has increased 115 per cent. 
The true calculation is 86.3, since 
the gross national debt is offset 
by claims against the assets of 
Government agencies, and great- 
ly augmented holdings of ¢ash. 

The savings of individuals, dur- 
ing recent years, have gone almost 
entirely into Government bonds. 
These securities have nearly all 
been purchased by ‘banks, insur- 
ance companies and other credit 
institutions, through which the 


The Federal debt increased dur- 
ing 1929-36 by $19,100,000,000, it is 
stated; and of this 93 per cent, or 
$17,800,000,000 was absorbed by 
credit institutions. These banks 
and insurance companies, for years 
past, are declared to have made no 
substantial increase in their hold- 
ings of other types of assets. 
With rising incomes in 1933-37,” 


‘the report continues, “individuals 


undoubtedly saved a good many 
billion dollars. But almost none 
of this saving has been invested in 
the normal forms of new houses 
and new corporate stocks and 
bonds, It has gone in large meas- 
ure into claims upon credit insti- 
tutions, These in turn have been 
able to invest most of the inflow 
of funds only in Government se- 
curities. 
Effect of Spending. 

“This does not necessarily dem- 
onstrate that the increase of Gov- 
ernment debt was the only road to 
prosperity. It is safe to assume 
that with business improvement 
more is saved, and that if savings 
do not find some channel of use 
recovery cannot continue. It is 
true also that if 1 tate 3 
cept nothing but ernment de 
sD the obligations of credit in- 
stitutions based on Government 
debt—a refusal to run the Govern- 
‘ment further into debt may dam 
up the flow of savings. But it is 
still possible that the expansion of 
Government debt itself may be pre- 
venting investment from taking 
other forms, and thus creating the 
Lemergency it has aimed to cure.” 

Tax-exempt securities, according 
to the committee, offer an un- 
healthy temptation for Government 
bodies to go into debt, because they 
can get money at a lower rate of 
interest than otherwise. Such se- 
curities are likewise said to make 
debt investments unwholesomely 
attractive to those—namely, the 
wealthy—“who can best afford to 
run the risk of direct ownership in 


3 real estate and other equi- 
es,” 
Present Issues Unaffected. 
“The abolition of tax exemption 
on issues now outstanding is, of 
course, impossible,” the committee 
holds. “But President Roosevelt 
and certain leaders in Congress de- 
serve support of their proposal to 
prohibit future issues of tax-exempt 
securities. Such a prohibition 
should be made immediately; if 
constitutional changes prove neces- 
sary, an amendment for the pur- 
pose should be adopted as soon as 
possible. It will, of course, be many 
years before all the tax-exempt se- 
curities now outstanding can be re- 
tired. But if new and refunding 
issues carry no tax exemption, the 
diversion of ‘new savings from di- 


rect ownership to debt investment 


can be largely corrected within a 
few years.” 

Analyzing the increase of Federal 
debt during the depression, the 
committee points out that the ac- 
tual position can only be shown by 
deducting the cash in the general 
fund of the Treasury, the cash and 
bonds held by the postal savings 
system, and the amount of the Gov- 
ernment’s proprietary interest in 
the various Federal credit agencies. 
These offsets, which amounted to 
$591,000,000 in 1929, multiplied to 
$7,253,000,000 by 1937. About half 
of this large increase consisted of 
the Government’s interest in the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, the Farm Credit Administre- 
tion and the Home Owners’ Loan 

ration—which rose from $102,- 
,000 in 1929 to $3,403,000,000 in 
1937. Cash in the Treasury also 
showed a precipitate increase from 
$325,000,000 to more than $2,500, 
000,000.

In giving these figures, the re- 
port states, certain contingent obli- 
gations of the Federal Government 
have not been included, on the 
ground that the highest possible 
loss reasonably calculable would be 
$2,000,000,000, which would not 
make any very great impression on 
the debt situation of a Govern- 
ment with a net long-term debt of 
some $25,000,000,000.”

The stigma of the shameful surrender 
of England and France will remain with 
them throughout history, together with 
their refusal to pay the debts they owe 
us from the last war. Surely, every En- 
glishman and Frenchman should hang his 
head in shame, 

Undoubtedly; Chamberlain and Dala- 
dier are making these concessions in or- 
der to prevent Europe from being 
plunged into a hideous war. Everyone in 
America prays for peace, but the surren- 
der of the democracies on all fronts to the 
Fascist nations will be their ultimate 
downfall. I really believe that if En- 
gland and France, together with Russia 
in the background, had stood their 
ground, Hitler would not have dared to 
act with force. Each new conquest or 
annexation by Germany adds to its pow-

But he knows very well what 
their limitations would be, and among them 
certainly would be found decisions to make 
no journey abroad and no important com- 
mitments for the United States.

Fresh Peach Chiffon Pie. 
One tablespoon plain. gelatin. 
One-fourth cup cold water. 
One-half cup boiling water, 
Three-fourths cup sugar. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 
One cup fresh peaches, crushed. 
One tablespoon orange juice. 
One teaspoon lemon juice. 
One-fourth cup sugar (addition- 
al.) 4

| tionably it did much in the 30 odd 
years’ of its’ enforcement to pro- 
mote wholesomeness and honest 
labeling in commercial food . prod- 
WB, 

But in a generation. of use this 
act became outmoded, Many abuses 
developed in the food field that 
were not foreseen at the time the 
law was framed. One of the most 
striking deficiencies was its lack 
of authority to establish food stand- 
ards that had legal force and: ef- 
fect. 

In the absence of authoritative 
food designations 
took on new meanings. Noodles“ 
bought at the store didn't neces- 


oe sarily have to have eggs in them— 


they were specifically 
marked egg noodles, .“Ice cream” 
became a term applied alike to a 
rich mixture “as good as Mother's“ 
and to Insipid frozen stuff, more 
than half air with just a trace of 
butterfat. Dishonest practices in 
the way of cheapening what should 
have been standardized staple foods 
developed in the highly competitive 


New Act Passed. 

It was to bring some order to 
this chaotic condition of food shop- 
ping that Congress passed the Food, 
Drug and Cosmetic Act of 1938. 
Homemakers the nation over are 
watching with interest as the ma- 
chinery of its enforcement gets in 
motion, For this law. gives them 
new protection, throws up long-

needed around their 
family’s health and pocketbooks. 
In this new act there is a pro- 
vision that authorizes the setting 
up of standards for foods. This 
section, the real cornerstone of the 
food part of the act, gives the Sec- 
retary ‘of Agriculture power to es- 
tablish standards of identity, qual- 
ity and fill of container for nearly 
every food under its common name. 
When minimum standards are 
established for the more common 


of | food articles, much shopping drudg- 


ery will be done away with. For 
instance, it will be possible for the 
shopper to ask for jam and be as- 
sured that it meets the Govern- 
ment standard for jam without 
analyzing an itemized list of con- 


ij tents on the label. It will be as 


simple to buy salad dressing or ice 
cream as it is to buy butter today. 
Butter now is the only food for 
which there is a legal food stand- 
ard. 

Setting up food standards will 
necessarily be a slow process. It 
will not be completed in one year 
or even two, according to officials | 
in charge of the administration of | 
the new act. But already a start 
has been made. Secretary of Agri- 
culture Henry A. Wallace, upon rec- 
ommendation of the chief of the 
Food and Drug Administration; has 

appointed a food standards com- 
mitted This committee consists of 
five men and one woman, each one 
of whom has an expert knowledge 
of food. . 

It will be the task of this com- 
mittee first of all to decide what 
foods most need to be standard- 
ized. Then by a detailed procedure 
outlined by Congress they will 80 
about the task of fixing standards. 
They'll consider data gathered by 
expert chemists and food inspect- 
ors, They'll set up tentative stand- 
ards. Then they will conduct for- 
mal public hearings. 

These public hearings will take 
place In the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration offices at Washington, D. 
O., and probably at other convenient 
places throughout the country, Here 
the public, producer and consumer 
alike, will have a chance to present 
facts—to tell what they think should 
enter into« each cular food 
standard. Then after thorough de- 
liberation, the committee will draft 
the final standards, present them to 
the Secretary of Agriculture, 

In Effect Next June. 

Although the food provisions of 
the new Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act do not go inte effect until June 
of next year, the observing shopper 
will soon notice some changes for 
the better. She will see a new type 
of label on prepared foods for 
which there will be no standard set 
up immediately. And she'll notice 


ithe adoption by some manufactur- 
ers of containers of new shapes and 


sizes. 

Formerly a food label had to meet 
only two requirements according to 
law. It had to give a true state- 
ment of quantity. And it could not 
make any false statements. But 
there was nothing that forced the 
manufacturer to print other worth- 
while facts on the label. He could, 
and many did, fill it with beautiful 
prose that told absolutely nothing. 

Under the new law, fhe label 
must give useful facts—name every 
ingredient in a food. If apy arti- 
ficial coloring or flavoring are add- 
ed, the label must note that. Ex- 
-ceptions to this itemized labeling 
will be the food products for which 
definite standards have been set up. 
For these products the mere name 
of the standard article will be suffi- 
ciently informative for intelligent 
shopping. 
the manufacturers exhaust 
their supplies of old-type labels, 
many are already using the new 
ones before the deadline of June, 
1939. But it is still up to the wom- 
an who buys to decide for herself 
what the information on these la- 
bels means to her family and to 
apply that knowledge to her shop- 


ng. 

Probably there are few women

Hot 
sliced tongue served with Harvard 
or hot spiced beets, buttered green 
beans, rolls, fruit salad and dessert 
is a fine combination. A cold plat- 
ter with sliced tongue, horseradish 
sauce, vegetable salad in lettuce 
cups is a good main course for a 
summer dinner. Or perhaps you'll 
like a jellied loaf all cool and shim- 
mery. Again, when the weather 
permits, a casserole of tongue and 
vegetables is a good choice. 

Here are some hot and cold sand- 
wiches. In all of these recipes you 
may choose the cooked or the 
ready-to-cook tongue according to 
your needs. The modern fresh, 
smoked or pickled tongues cook in 
much shorter time than formerly. 
Smoked beef tongue is tender after 
about two and one-half hours’ sim-

A New 
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FALL WEATHER CALS 


FOR CRUMBED DISHES 


Fine Crumbs Are Used for 
Chops, or Croquettes While 
Coarse Are Better for 
Meat Loaf. 


The advent of cooler weather 
turns the attention of the meal 
planner to more substantial dishes. 
Crumbed dishes always come in for 
their share of attention. Unless 
you are the kind of housewife who 
keeps a small jar of crumbs near 
the work table for just such 0oc- 
casions, you will be glad to know 
that quick crumbs may be made 
with any of the cereal flakes. 

For coating fish, chops or ero- 
quettes preparatory to frying or 
baking, fine crumbs should be used. 
Meat loaves or patties and toppings 
for casserole dishes may use either 
fine or coarse crumbs. Coarse 
crumbs insure loaves. and patties 
which are not too compact, and are 
preferred by. many on casserole 
dishes. 

If you use cornflakes or any of 
the other cereal] flakes for crumbs 
the proportion is four cups of cereal 
flakes for one cup of crumbs. For 
fine crumbs place the flakes on a 
clean towel and crush with a roll- 
ing pub. Coarse crumbs can be 
made by wrapping the flakes 
loosely in a towel and then twist- 
ing or squeezing the towel. 

Browned Paprika Potatoes. 

One cup cornflakes. 

Six medium size potatoes. 

One tablespoon melted fat or ba- 
con drippings. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon paprika. 

Roll cornflakes into fine crumbs. 
Boil whole, peeled potatoes. Drain 
and brush with melted fat. Roll in 
crumbs which have been mixed 
with salt and paprika. Bake in 
shallow greased baking pan in mod- 


ing sheet and sprinkle li 
with oil. Bake in very hot oven 
(500 degrees F.) about 10 minutes. 

About one-quarter pound of fish 
necessary for each serving. 


Peach Puff Pudding. 

One pound peaches, one pound 
plums, one and one-half tablespoons 
tapioca, one cup sugar, three- 
fourths cup water, two eggs, six 
tablespoons sugar, one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
cream of tartar, one-fourth tea- 
spoon almond extract, one-fourth 
teaspoon vanilla, six tablespoons 
sifted flour. Peel peaches and 
halve, add plums, tapioca, water 
and sugar, simmer 10 minutes. Beat 
yolks until thick and lemon col- 
ored, add sugar and beat again. 
Beat whites until foamy, add salt 
and cream of tartar, beat until stiff 
but not dry. Fold in yolks and 
flavorings, then flour gradually. 
Place fruit in casserole, pour bat- 
ter over. Bake in moderate oven, 
325 degrees Fahrenheit, for 40 min- 
utes. Serve hot.

feat of Congressman John, J. O' Con- 
nor in the Democratic primary in 
New York: 

NEW YORK TIMES—The hotly 
contested primaries in New York’s 
sixteenth have ended in a some- 
what fantastic fashion. The local 
Democratic 2 8 
only a year ago, thro osen 
candidate for Mayor, was heatedly 
denouncing the American Labor 
party as red-to-the-core and made- 
in-Moscow, now finds itself lined 
up with the American Labor party 
in its choice for a candidate for 
Congress. And the local Republic- 
an organization, which has just 
formed a close partnership with 
the Labor in various As- 
sembly elections, now finds itself 
making war upon its ally in a con- 
gressional election—and going into 
battle under the leadership of a 
Tammany Democrat who claims to 
have supported all but one of the 
New Deal measures, of which the 
Republican organization so thor- 
oughly disapproves. It is an odd 
situation. 

What it indicates, on the Repub- 
lican side, is that a majority of 
Republicans in the Sixteenth Dis- 
trict preferred above all else to cast 
a “protest vote” against Mr. Roose- 
velt’s leadership in general, and in 
particular against his intervention 
in local elections—a course of ac- 
tion which may be understanda- 
ble, but which has nothing to com- 
mend it as a method of building 
up a unified and cohesive party of 
opposition. 

LOS ANGELES TIMES—Re- 
turns from the New York contest 
indicate a highly unusual situation. 
Representative O’Connor, opposed 
by the President, has been nomi- 
nated on the Republican ticket and 
defeated on the Democratic ... 
Assuming he retains his bi-partisan 
strength, he appears likely to re- 
turn to Congress as a member of 
the opposition party. The admin- 
istration would gain a point, how- 
ever, in the fact that he could no 
longer be chairman of the House 
Rules Committee, though this might 
be to some extent offset by his 
greater freedom to oppose the New 
Deal as a Republican.

Receivership Action Says Pub- 
lisher Got $13,890,000 in 
Violation of Laws.

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 22.—Addi- 
tional details of a stockholder’s suit 
filed yesterday against William 
Randolph Hearst and his business 
associates include an allegation that 
the board of directors of the Hearst 
Consolidated Publications, Inc., au- 


‘thorized dividends aggregating $26,- 


780,000 from 1931 through 1936, in- 
cluding 313,890,000 paid to Hearst 
and in violation of laws of Dela- 
ware and California. 

Samuel Mann, who instituted the 
suit, asks for recovery of more than 
$53,000,000 in behalf of himself and 
other stockholders of the corpora- 
tion, charging that certain transfers 
of stock resulted in loss of the 
amount sought. He also seeks an 
accounting from the corporation 
and a receivership. Besides Hearst 
and his business associates, certain 
mmebers of his family also are 
defendants. 

The petition charges that Hearst 
dominated the other directors of 
the corporation and ran it for his 
own personal gain. 

Mann says the capital stock of six 
corporations—Evening Herald Pub- 
lishing Co., Los Angeles; Examiner 
Printing Co., San Francisco; Los 
Angeles Examiner; Call Publishing 
Co., San Francisco; Post-Enquirer 


for $65,000,000 and that this price 
was arbitrarily fixed and assented 
to by the board of directors al-

The line of testimony in question 
was excluded from the deposition 
hearing by Special Commissioner 
William H. Allen. Attorneys for 
the Finance Commissioner will ar- 
gue for its admission and counsel 
for the realty company are expect- 
ed to oppose the request. 

Guy A. Thompson, attorney for 
the Finance Commissioner, wishes 
to question representatives of the 
Dickmann Co. as to sales made for 
the Grant State Bank and the Kirk- 
wood Trust Co. and to ask whether 
Charles Oheim was used as straw 
man for the company in its pur- 
chases of property of those two 
banks. The Special Commissioner 
ruled out these questions because 
the pending suit relates only to 
transactions of the Dickmann Co. 
in properties of the Lowell Bank. 


Profit and Commission. 

Thompson and his legal associate, 
Richmond C. Coburn, have sought 
to argue that the transactions in 
other bank properties should be 
placed in the record as showing a 
concerted. method of dealing on the 
part of the real estate company. 
The Finance Commissioner's suit 
is for $4500 profit made by the 
Dickmann Co. on resale of prop- 
erties of the Lowell Bank, which 
were listed with it as exclusive 
agent, and $950 commission which 
it received on the sales made to it- 
self, 

If Judge Williams should admit 
the questions as to the other banks 
and as to Oheim’s relation to the 
Dickmann firm’s purchases as a 
straw party, another session of the 
deposition hearing will be held, 
Monday being the next day set for 
such a hearing. In last Monday’s 
hearing, the only statement admit- 
ted in testimony as to Oheim was 
the fact that he is a paper sales- 
man. 

It has been learned by 
Post-Dispatch reporters that Oheim 
has appeared as nominal buyer or 
seller of more than 100 poperties 
handled by the Dickmann con- 
corn. He first appeared as the 
purchaser, through the Dickmann 
firm, of real estate of closed: banks 
in April, 1937, when he acquired 
eight properties of the defunct 
Kirkwood Trust Co. for $18,750.

When this 
germ enters the body it goes ali 
over. True, in the intestine, which 
is the point of entrance of the ty- 
phoid bacillus into the body, there 
are definite local ulcerations, but it 
is also true that the germ can be 
recovered from the blood, and that 
the spleen enlarges as well as the 
lymph nodes, and that red spots ap- 
pear on the skin due to the pres- 
ence of typhoid bacilli. 

What is the reaction of the body 
to these generalized infections? 
Well, in the first place, it reacts by 
raising its temperature. As you 
say you have a fever. It used to 
be thought that a fever was a con- 
dition to be treated: it should be 
reduced, But, as a matter of fact, 
it is a very clever device on the 
part of the body, and unless it 


reaches extreme heights should be

For the 
four ears developed into thousands 
of bushels of hybrid seed that have 
changed Pfister from a small scale 
corn and livestock grower, impov- 
erished by persistence in a purpose, 
into a man of wealth, and the out- 
standing figure of the corn belt. 
Further, he is estimated to put at 
least $5 an acre more into the 
pockets of other corn growers 
planting the hybrid. And Pfister- 
developed hybrid seed is planted on 
some 2,000,000 acres. 


The four ears were the result 


of tying paper bags over corn tas- 
sels and silks. That sounds insane 
to anyone not familiar with in- 
breeding and _ cross-breeding; it 
sounded insane, looked insane to 
Pfister’s neighbors. They laughed 
at his paper bags, then berated him 
for neglecting his farm, for letting 
his increasing family suffer want, 
suggested that he be “put away” 
—until they saw Pfister’s corn, off- 
spring of the four inbred. ears, sur- 
vive drouth, insects, disease and 
stalk-leveling storms, while their 
own perished. Then they were im- 
pressed. 

More important, bankers were 
impressed. Pfister by that time 
was on the verge of bankruptcy, 
with every possession mortgaged to 
the limit. It was a fairy tale come 
true. At the crucial threat of fore- 
closure, his labors bore their first 
fruit, and convinced his creditors. 
That was the turning point, the cli- 
max of the fairy tale of Pfister's 
life, 

Neighbors who had scoffed at pa- 
per bags asked for seed corn; they 
received it, and others saw and 
asked and received, until Pfister’s 
fame had spread over the entire 
corn belt. Now even from foreign 
countries come requests for the 
seed, grown by this time not mere- 
ly by Pfister, but by 43 growers in 
five states, mal 

“I hadn't the slightest idea any- 
thing like this would come of it,” 
he admitted as he sat, a leg slung 
over the arm of a chair, in the of- 
fice of the seed clearing house he 
has opened in EI Paso. “My object 
in starting to inbreed for better 
corn was my dislike of husking 
corn on stalks that were lying 
down. I thought I would just make 
it sort of a hobby to see if I could 
develop a stronger stalk, that would 
stand up until it was husked. And 
if you've ever bent over to husk 40 
acres of corn you know that wasn't 
a bad idea in itself.” 

. * — * 

T was in 1925, a year after his 

marriage, that Pfister began his 

“hobby.” He.had only a grade 
school education, but from farm 
journals and other reading, he had 
heard of earlier experiments with 
corn inbreeding. He started a cor- 
respondence with Henry Wallace, 
now Secretary of Agriculture and 
then editor of an Iowa farm paper, 
and was given more inforniation 
and encouragement. Later in Des 
Moines he met Wallace personally. 
Wallace explained the fine points of 
inbreeding, how it tended to bring 
out strength or weakness, which- 
ever was the predominating char- 
acteristic, as offspring reverted to 
the original pure strain. How, if 
two strains predominatingly strong 
re inbred to their greatest pos- 
sible purity, and then crossej, the 
result would be a hybrid with the 


bags also were tied over the bud- 
ding ears, to keep stray pollen 
from settling on the silks, Then, 
when pollen had accumulated in the 
bags on the tassels, each was care- 
fully removed, the pollen poured 
on the silks of the same plant, and 
both bags replaced. In that way 
the plant was completely inbred, its 
ears fertilized by its own pollen. 

Farmers passing by saw the bag- 
topped stalks waving in the wind 
behind the barn, saw Pfister empty- 
ing pollen on the silks, and asked 
if the heat was affecting him. The 
story spread, became El Paso’s 
standing source of amusement, and 
he was greeted with ridicule every 
time he went to town. Finally he 
ceased going there, for he is a 
sensitive man. 

The inbred corn matureu, a poor- 
er looking grain than the parent 
seed, but a step closer to the orig- 
inal strain. He went over the ears 
carefully, selecting from those on 
the strongest, most deeply rooted 
stalks only the most promising, 115 
ears in all.

Year after year Pfister con- 
tinued his elimination by inbreed- 
ing, until in 1929 he had four small, 
meager grained, odd looking ears, 
that would ordinarily be called 
“nubbins.” Yet they had all the 
concentrated strength of their an- 
cestry; hardy, deep-rooted, strong-

resisting. 

“Then came the depression; and 
what a depression it was for us,” 
interjected Pfister ruefully when 
he reached that point in the narra- 
tion of his seed culture. “But we 
lived through it.” 

They lived through it, and it was 
Pfister’s friends who had to tell 
that was the period when his black 
hair became heavily streaked with 
white, when, a man five feet nine 
inches in height, he went from 160 
to 115 pounds in weight, and be- 
gan to look old before his time. He 
has regained 15 pounds of that lost 
weight, and he no longer looks old- 
er than his 40 years, but his serious 
nature, his habit of pressing hard 
on his brows with the heel of his 
palm, of worrying over his respon- 
sibilities are hangovers from those 
dark days. 

But it was hard, he admitted, for 
“we had corn meal mush, and corn 
bread, and salt pork, and then 
more corn meal mush and corn 
bread and salt pork. But we 
never went really hungry, and aft- 
er all, there are a lot of good farm- 
ers who live on little else. The chief 
thing was our clothes; we got to 
be pretty ragged.” 

Before the depression he had 
been making $2000 to $3000 a year 
on his farm; now he made less and 
less. And he seemed to care less 
and less. Corn, the perfection of 
a hybrid, was almost an dbsession, 
In 1930 he went ahead with his firet 
cross breeding, technically called 
the “single cross.” ‘ 

There was a drouth in Woodfc.d 
County that year. Acre after acre 
of corn withered and died. Pfister’s 
stood up better than the rest, but 
even some of his died. ; 

“Let it,” he said tersely when he 
was to irrigate. “If it can't 
take it, I don’t want it.” 

In 1931 and 1932, grasshoppers 
and chinch bugs attacked the corn 
fields..

Tm not so sure it was so much be- 
cause they had faith in me, as that 
maybe they felt sorry for my fam- 
ily, or maybe that I was a good 
salesman. I had $26,000 borrowed 
on the farm, and a $6000 chattel 
mortgage.” 


His eyes also shone through his 
chuckle when asked how Mrs. 
Pfister had felt about it.

“IT was North. My partner opened 
with three hearts and our oppo 
nents did not bid at all. I am only, 


a novice at contract bridge, but I 
knew she must have a powerful 
hand, I was hesitant about men- 
tioning my clubs or spades as I 
was afraid she might count on me 
for an ace in whichever suit I men- 
tioned. I therefore bid three no 
trumps and she then jumped to five 
hearts. The ace of spades was led 
and that was the only trick lost. 

“One of our opponents claimed 
she should have opened with two 
hearts and that I should have men- 
tioned my clubs or spades, so if you 
will be kind enough to publish the 
correct bidding in your column, it 
will be appreciated by all of us.

Your opponent was quite right in 
his opinion that South should have 
opened with two hearts instead of 
with three hearts. I am afraid that 
there still are players scattered 
about who feel that the “biggest” 
bid consistent with safety is also 
the strongest bid. This, of course, 
is a serious error. The strongest 
opening bid that can be made is a 
two-bid in a suit. A three-bid, 
though it contracts for ohe more 
trick, is not nearly so strong, and 
higher bids (four or five) are not 
in the same class at all, since they 
are really pre-emptive, or shutout, 
efforts. It is unfortunate, perhaps, 
that we should have to use any 
bids at contract that have a some- 
what artificial meaning, but the fact 
remains that partnership under- 
standing and co-operation depend 
on these very conventions. Thus, 
the opening two-bid in the suit is 
artificial in the sense that it car- 
ries one certain message to partner: 
The bidding must be held open un-
